Nature is willing to receive rea- 
dy to operate with ſuch an.Expedient, as a Catholic Medicine, if you had it to give 
her. p 
Huc uſque deventum eſt : Sofar, ſo good: we are now got half way through. this 
hard-knotty Buſinels, we only want a Phyſician to go throngh the other half, to per-- 
form the Medicine : but now 1 remember, making of AMedrcines is the Apothecaries 
Buſineſs, .and the Dofor only preſcribes what, and how it muſt be made - But the Ca-- 
tholic Medicine will not be made after-that manner, the Aporhecary-Dottor is nor like 
to do the Buiine(s, ſolong as he makes Medicines by gueſs, with Pen and Ink upon a 
Piece of Paper only :. he muſt take a lictle more pains than in'reading and writing : 
this is no Book Medicine; he muſt operate in the Laboratory too, if ever he will gain 
the Catholic Medicine.. We muſt find out another, that is long experienced in the Pre- 
paration of Medicines, a diligent Operator, ſtriving earneſtly to purchaſe ſomething: 
Excellent, by various Tryals and Experiments beyond. Book Reading ; ſuch a Man 
may happily find out this great Arcanum, | 

Perhaps you will ſay; there have been ſuch Seekin7 Men, that have not found what 
they ſought and laboured after :. can you tell us how, or which way they muſt go a- 
bout it, that they may not ſeek longer in vain ?

Nature uſeth ro work by : for except Nature doth take hold of; and cloſe wich this 
Inctroment,to exerciſe it for her Help, performing ſome Operation therewith,in order ' 
to Curing ; elſe Medicine is given in vain, and efteRs nothing.: and this we may be-- 
lieve, that no Medicine direts it ſelf here or there in the Body ; but Nature ( which - 
is the Life) diſpoſeth of it to this part, or that, as ſte ſtands in need, conveying both - 
— and Medicament at her pleaſure ; at leaſt, to her power z and there is no”

If Nature be Medigatrix, the Curer of all Diſeaſes, then doubtleſs ſhe knows: beſt 
where the Diſeaſe lyes, and which way ſhe muſt he-helped : and no Phyſirian is ſo 
ſharp ſighted, toſee where; nor ſo diſcerning, to know whar, is moſt expedient and 
proper for Rejicf; but many times, inſtead of Helping, he does Hurt, miſtaking the 
Caſe; rather troubling, than aſſiſting or relieving, by forcing a wrong Operation, or 
promoting the Right with a Bad Medicine: and better it'is todo nothing, than fuch 
41njurious meddling : Experience tells us, - that many a fick Perſon hath been-made 
worſe by Medicines; Nature more perplexed, and Diſeaſes exaſperated thereby. Now 
here lyes the Excellency of the Carholic Medrcene, that it doth not conſtrain, or force 
Nature to.any particular Operation, but is fit for any, and promotes that which Na- 
tar: eleRs ror hee Relief. By this you may perceive the difference between a--Com- 
219n Medicine, anda Catholic :- Other Medicines conſtrains Nature to ſuch, or ſuch a 
particular Operation ; which if the Caſe doth not require it, but Naraure would act 
another way, more-advantageons, you then contend with, and thwart Nature, and 
inſtead of Helping, you offer Violexce and Injure her ;' 'that Medicine is as another 
Diſeaſe, added to what ſhe complained of before ; and Narwre' ſtruggles with this 
Croſs Medicine, and doth not comply with the Operation, to efte&t -any Good - and 
this is cafe to bediſcerned oftentimes upon a Medicine given; inſtead of an Allay 
and Mitigation, the Drſcaſed Perſon complains more, Nature being unwilling -to-go 
that way as the Medicine compells; the Conſequents then muſt needs -be ill, and the 
Phyſitiar”s Deſignment fruſtrated. 

Natura Corroborata —Is that the way to the Catholic Medicine ? And is that the 
way to effect: Cures? Then you muſt he yery careful and wary,that you do not debi- 
litate Nature by irksome, nauſeous, exhauſting, painful Medicines: and-if ſo, then a 
Srevrmany are much out of the way, whoſe Medicines and Methods enfeeble Nature 
dy large Exhauſtions,and eyering-Medicines, that, overload, fret, and grieve Nature, 
not contributing to her ſtrengthening and afliſtance, but the contrary. 

. There are three ſorts of Vzlucky Medicines: the one ill compoſed, or affociated, 
and tnconzruom of Compoſition, not agreeing within it ſelf.The ſecond, are ſuch, whoſe 
Ingredients, or the Preparation of them, are diſguſtful to Natwre, and not fit to be ex- 
hibited to any Body. There is a third ſort; which although tolerably good in them- 
flves, and innocent ; yet being given #nduly and nſcufigthy, when Narwre requires 

.a Medicine of another Operation : this is an Vnlucky and unfortunate Medicine alſo, 
and ſtrains Nature the wrong way :- nzither of.theſe three do Corrobarate Nature, 
but debilirate and dejett. No wonder then, that ſo many pale Faces and thin Chaps ap- 
pear afcer Phyſickzng, ſince there are ſo many Vnlucky Medicines abroad in theWorld, 

'or unluckily appointed and given. Truly, if Nature be fretted, galPd, or oppret 
with ſuch 4welcome, diſou#tins Medicines, ſhe will make gns of her ill Uſage - but if 
you give good Medicines, ſuch as do corroborate, help and aſſii#, her Smiles and gocd 
Looks will declare it. |

Tae next morning, and the morning following, I took the Medicine again, which 
operated as uſually before, wich bencfit and pleaſonineſs ; then I omitted a day, 
and took two days more tog-thers and after another days Intermiſſion, two days 
again the Medicine. 

Still Purulent Matter, but little ; and ſometimes Bloody Matter c:me away at every 
days Operation; but much caſicr in Body : the Txmyfed part now flat, and not ſore,

will ſerve, as every one likes beſt. The Drink you take with it, may be White-Wine, 
and Spring-Water, equal Quantities mixt - I have taken it with Ale; with Small Beer ; 
and with 443th ; for Iryals : but (ine and Water together, I commend generally, as 
the beſt Vehicle. 

The Times of taking this Meaiczne, moſt uſually, and beſt z is at Night, going to 
bed - for it doth not hinder Sleep ; but rather procures quiet Reſt : and thoſe Nights 
you-mnſt eat bur little; and not after ſeven of the Clock : but if any Perſon ſhall find 
any Inconvenience, by taking over Night ; it may be taken early in the Morning, at 
four or five of the Clock, and ſleep after : about eight or nine of the Clock, you may 
drink a Draught of warm Ale, or Beer; but not Stale, or Whey in Summer.
